Exude Confidence (Know beforehand what you are
going to say.)
The Structure of an Introduction
1. Greeting (getting audience attention)
2. Presentation of the Individual
3. Information / Background
4. Close (Transition to the individual)
If possible beforehand, get information about the
person (work, school, special interests, why they 're
here) and write it down. It is usually permissible to
read notes during a formal introduction to a group.
Example:
1. Good Evening.
2. I am pleased to introduce to you Emilia Earhart.
3. Mrs. Earhart is a world known aviator and pioneer and
it is an honor to have her here tonight.
4. Mrs. Earhart.

Introduce your neighbor to an individual.
Introduce yourself to a group.
Introduce your neighbor to the group.
Introduce one of the leadership achievement figures to
the group.
